AN ACT to create and enact a new subsection to section 39-06.2-10 of the North Dakota Century Code,
relating to commercial driver's license disqualifications.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF NORTH DAKOTA:

SECTION 1. A new subsection to section 39-06.2-10 of the North Dakota Century Code is created
and enacted as follows:

An individual who is convicted of using a commercial motor vehicle in the commission of a

felony involving an act or practice of severe forms of trafficking of persons as defined in the

federal Trafficking Victims Protection Reauthorization Act of 2017 [Pub. L. 115-427, 132 Stat.

5503; 22 U.S.C. 7102] is disqualified permanently from driving a commercial motor vehicle,

without the possibility of reinstatement.
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
